kind. The truth appears to be that 
the position of Gioia in relation to the 
compass was precisely that of Watt in 
relation to the steam engine—the ele-’ 
iment existed; he augmented its vtility. 

The ¢ompass used by the’ mariners 
in the -Mediterrnanean -during the 
‘twelfth and thirteenth cenruries was 
avery uncertain and unsatisfactory 
apparatus. - It consisted only of a mag- 
netic needle floating in a vase or basin 
by means. of two straws on a bit of 
‘cork supporting it on the surface of 
’ the water. 

The compass. used by the Arabians 
in the thirteenth century: was, an in- 
strument of pxadtiy the same gescrip- 
tion. Now. the inconvenience and tp- 
efficiency of such an apparatus are ob- 
vious, The agitation of the ocean and 
the tossing of the_ vessel might render 
it useless in a’moment. ._. 

But Gioia placed the magnetized 
needle on a pivot, which permits it to 
turn to all sides with facility. After- 
ward it was attached toa card divided 
into thirty-two points, called rose de 
vents, and then the box containing it 
‘was suspended in such a manner that, 
however ‘the vessel might be tossed, 
‘ft wonld always remain borizontal.—

The ratepayers of Coleman have at 
last by an overwhelming majority 
declared in favor of proceeding with 
the work of incorporating Ovleman 
into a town. The two meetings 
which have been held to discuss this 
question have not otly been instruc- 
tive but progressive. Even though 
there were some opposed to incorpor- 
ation they showed by their speeches 
that they thought of Coleman as well 
ascthers.

IN LUNDBRECK COAL MINES| 


The great progress in the mines at Lundbreck is an augury of 
much commercial and industrial activity. For some time work 
has been impeded owing to unfair tariff rates and necessary de- 
velopment work, Happily the time has now come when both 
the mines are shipping daily and a large pay-roll is a ‘fixed 
monthly asset. 

Asa result of this increased activity there has been a great 
inflax of people who intend to become permanent residents. 
Almost as fast as men arrive they are engaged in the mines. 

A new seam of coal has been opened up in the Breckenridge- 
Lund mine. This seam is from seven to ten feet thick and is of 
a high grade coal. Already large shipments are being made 
from it. This same company has done considerable prospecting 
to the south of the C.P.R. and it is expected from the excellent 
specimens shown that a rich bed of coal will soon be uncovered. 

The Galbraith coal mine is shipping steadily and in increased 
quantities. Recently they have put in new screens at the. lead- 
ing tipple, which will greatly facilitate the handling of the coal. 

The Lundbreck mine operators have been greatly handicapped 
by the recent tariff put in force by the C.P.R. and which places 
them ina position in which it is difficult to even fill their large 
orders on the prairie at cost. The Galbraith Company has 
already complained to the railway commission and it is-expected 
that the C.P.R. will reduce their rates to the old standard on the 
first of January.
